NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The death of Dr. Loewe removes from the community one of its very small 
muy of quiet and patient scholars. Scarcely in any sense a public man, and by 
» means a voluminous writer, Dr. Loewe, notwithstanding, did a real service to 
English Jews by helping to maintain whatever reputation they possess for 
Hbrew learning. For a long series of years he was content to hide himself 
fom the public eye among his beloved books, the only change in his peaceful 
itt being furnished by the alternate transference of his labours from his study at 
Soadstairs to the Montefiore College at Ramsgate. Until his removal to London 
ifew months back he was the life and soul of the College ; and though the vitality 
{that Institution was never very great, it would have been far feebler still 
lsd it not been for his vigilance and '!personal example. He had enormous 
fficulties to encounter as Principal of the College; that he achieved even a 
nolerate degree of success in battling with them, shows the excellence of the 
daft that was in him. Itis hard to believe that his qualities would not have 
werted themselves more conspicuously and with greater advantage to the public 
amore grateful sphere of action. 


Itis by this time almost forgotten that Dr. Loewe was the first Principal 
it Jews’ College—a post in which he was succeeded nearly thirty years ago by 
the late Rev. Barnett Abrahams, Dayan of the Sephardic congregation. Dr. 
lowe stayed too short a time at Jews’ College to impress his individuality upon 
ie students. He seems to have found a more congeuial task in assisting and 
srising Sir Moses Montefiore in those large-hearted enterprises which absorbed 
the energies of the great philanthropist. He was at once the late baronet’, 
usted councillor, his companion ia his memorable journeys—not excepting the 
momentous pilgrimage to Damascus in 1840—and the editor of his printed expe- 
tences—in short his guide, philosopher, and friend. Sir Moses was a shrewd 
wge of character, and the confidence and affection which he manifested towards 
li frithful associate for some forty years, and which was never dimmed even to 
is last, was the greatest possible proof of Dr. Loewe’s wisdom and worth. 
That the deceased scholar had the defects of his qualities is unquestionable. His 
wesion to public life not only narrowed the circle of his admirers, but helped to 
tate an erroneous estimate of his character in the minds of those who ouly 
ew him slightly. Beneath a somewhat frigid manner there ran a warm stream 
{kindness and geniality, which the eye of intimate friendship discovered and 
miced in, A man who combined high character with rare scholarship, and an 
tiense devotion to Judaism with both, Dr. Loewe well deserves a niche in the 
laple of Anglo-Jewish worthies, |

The new concessions granted by the Porte for the construction of a railway 
from Jaffa to Jerusalem recalls the strange project in 1856 for transferring the 
metals of the Balaclava railway to Jaffa, for the purpose of forming a line to 
Jerusalem. The project found favour in many quarters, but a generation has 
passed away eince the Crimean war, and the much needed, oft promised, line 
from Jaffa to Jerusalem, has yet to be constructed. 


When at the October Meoting of the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Rev. 8: 


Singer complained of the apparent neglect of Jewish girls in Jerusalem in the 
matter of education, the Rev. Dr. Gaster reminded his colleagues of the opposition 
entertained among Eastern Jews generally to female education. This reproach 
can, happily, no longer be cast in the teeth of the, Jews in J erusalem, long one 
of the principal strongholds of bigotry and fanaticism. The Evelina School, 
which was founded there in memory of the lamented Baroness Ferdinand Roth- 


| schild, has not hitherto been a successful institution. It has, however, lately 


reopened its doors, and the fact of its having been placed by its generous patrons 
under the direction of a sister of M. Nissim Behar, Head Master of tha boys’ 
school, seems to have inspired so much confidence, that early on the opening day 
the school doors were besieged by upwards of four hundred applicants for 


| admission. The premises being insufficient to accommodate so large a number; 


only two hundred and twenty were admitted. This circumstance is the more signi- 
ficant when it is considered that the number of pupils at the girls’ school is now in 
excess of that in the boys’ school. Truly, Jerusalem is moving on. Other 
cities show a similarly gratifying record. At.the five girls schools in Constanti- 
nople, there has been an increase of 206 on the numbers for 1887, and the school 
for girls at Tetuan in Morocco is attended by 68 more pupils than was the 
case last year, 


There is much to be said in favour of the plan submitted by Biron de 
Menasce of Alexandria to the Anglo-Jewish Association, through the medium of 
Sir John Simon, for the training of a number of Jewish youths bora in that city 
in a technical school in England. Alexandria is differently situated in one 
important respect from the many towns in which the Alliance Ieradélite Uni- 
verselle and the Anglo-Jewish Association have planted schools, The chief com- 
mercial city of Egypt, Alexandria contains a wealthy Jewish community, who are 
well able to take care of theirown. Assuming, therefore, that they are willing to 


- bear the burden of sending youths to England, nothing but good can result from 


such an undertaking. The British occupation of Egypt is likely to be prolonged for 
an indefinite period, and even when our troops are withdrawn, British influence will 
in the opinion of the Egyptians themselves have a deciled preponderance. It is, thus, 
of the utmost advantage for the rising generation of Jewa in that country to learn 
the English language and to famiiliariarise themselves with English customs. The 
youths whom it is proposed to educate in this country would, on returning home, 
diffuse with the best results the knowledge they have acquired,and would thereby 
contribute to. the moral and material progress of their community. An 
alternative plan has been put forth by the Secretary of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. Mr. Lowy fears that young men would be dissatistied in going 
back to their native land after residing for some time in England, and suggests 


therefore that the Alexandrian youths should be educated at the Technical School 


in Jerusalem, which is nearer at hand. Bot while admitting that admirable 
results have already been achieved by that institution, it is clear that anyone 
who. wishes to succeed in industrial occupations in such a city as Alexandria 
must receive a higher training than can be afforded at present in the Holy City.

Without looking on the Bible as a fetish, or even as a directly inspired volume, 


we must reverence it as the history of our people, and the source of tha’ theological 
pre-eminence which is ungrudgingly given to our race. 

The English version of the Bible is an admirable one; those learned in the 
Hebrew tongue have but little fault to find with its acouracy of expression, and 
the greatest masters of English diction have often traced their own ab'e handling 
of style to a careful study of its books. ; 3 

The Bible is open to all, but how few avail themselves of their treasure ! 

In old days, when the English Bible was chained to the reading devk of the 
Church, crowds would assemble round it to study its pages, Now, that the poorest 
in the land can procure their own copy, the people who claim kinship with its 
heroes and martyre are content to listen to a limited choice of its chapters, in a 
language which alas! hardly conveys to their intelligence the full meaning of 
the words, chanted, as it often is, without any regard to the sense of the pa*sages, 
and with irrelevant pauses here and there, to suit the enumeration of the wor-

DEATH OF DR. L. LOEWE, 


We regret to announce the death of Dr. Louis Loewe, formerly of Broadehin 
and the Principal of the Judith Theological College, Ramsgate, -The deces sed bad 
r.cently resigned his position at Ramsgate aud removed to London, He iied oa 
on Monday morning last at 53, Warwick Road, Maida Hill, at the patriarchal y 

eighty years, Till a fortnight ag» Dr. Loewe enjoyed exc lent health, and wi 
able to take long walks without experiencing the slightest fatigue, He was takes 
illon Sunday week, fever and blood poisoning eventua'ly superyeping, For sper) 
hours before his death he was unconscious, and the end was most peaceful, He 9g 
attended by Mr. Albert Kisch, Dr, Quain and Dr. Furner, of Brighton, _ 

Dr. Louis Loewe, was born at Ziilz, Prussian Silesia, in 1809, and gtier laying 
the foundation of his education at Rosenburg he proceeded to Lissa, Nicolsbarg aed 
Presburg, subsequently entering as a student at the University of Berlin fy 
knowledge of languages was phenomenal, and it was this capacity which enn 
him introductions in learned and inflaential circles when he came to Lond 
after completing his studies in Berlin. He had previously stayed in Hamburg 
where he was entrusted with the task of arranging the Oriental coins in the Spr. 
witz collection. His numismatic knowlelge was excelled only by his linguistic 
powers, and he had himself acquired during his travels a small colloctionof rlusble 
Oriental coins. On his arrival in London he rapidly secured friends in the highest 
circles, chief among his patrons being the Duke of Sussex, by whom he was 
introduced to several of the leading scholars and patrons of learning in Bagland. 
In the prosecution of his studics end researches, Dr. Loewe visited Oxford and 
Cambridge, and stayed several months at Paris. In 1837 he undertook an extended 
tour in the Hast, and the Jetters and introductioas from his ifluential frieods in 
England secured him great favilities for his researches and studies. His travel 
were not, however, without adventure, for near Safed he was ill-treated and robbel 
by some Drus¢s, and we are tuld that he had to costiuus his journey through Pala 
tine in the garb of a bedaween. At each of the cities he visited he pursued his 
researches in numismatics and languages, meeting with much favour {rom th 
highest Turkish authorities. The turning point in his career occurred on his retura 
fcom this tour, which extended over three years. He was stadying in the Vaticn| 
Library when Sir Moses and Lady Montefiore were passing through Rome on their) 
second journey to the Holy Land. He readily accepted their invi' ation to accompany) 
them to Palestine, and the intimate relations thus created with Sir Mos’s continued 
for nearly half a century, and ceased only at the death of the lamented Barat 
In the great mission to Damascus, aad in fact on eve-y succeeding j urney, Dt 
Loewe accompanied Sir Moses, to whom the linguistic talents of the learned doctor 
were of great assistance. He had undonbtedly remarkable gifts in this regard, 
and it is said that in 1840 he addressed a large congregation in the Synagogue 
Galata in four languages simultaneously, so that his words might be understood by 
the four classesof which his hearers were composed. His linguistic kpowlelfp 
is further shown in several unfinished works of great importance which be bs 
left, and which are written in various Oriental languages. His services in conne¥a 
with the missions of Sir Moses were frequently acknowledged by the Bard of 
Deputies. He was al-o presented with two massive silver candelabra, with a sul 
able inscription on each, and on March 25th, 1841, he was presented to the Queee by 
Sir Moses. 

‘{he literary work of Dr. Lo2we was by no means confined to bis special numir 
matic and lioguistic stadies. In 1841 he prepared a translation of Effés 
written in Hebrew by J. B. Levisohn in 1839, on the occasion of the revival of 
blood accusation in Soslow, Poland. Translations of this work have npg 
sively circulated, chiefly at the cost of Sir Moses Moatefiore. Dr. Loone m* 
believe, the fist Ashkenazi who preached in the Bevis Marks Synagogue. swt” 
on Passover, 1842, was printed “at the desire of the gertlemen of the reer the! 
honour paid to another discourse delivered the following year on the day of the ts 
of the Duk» of Sussex; and similarly a sermon preached io the Great ng 
on Pentecost, 1842, was printed at the desire of the Wardens and Comat a 
Congregation. In 1846 Dr. Loewe d-livered two lectu-es on the Sams om in 
Sussex Hall, Leadenhall Street, and in the same year he delivered a die aoe 
the Great Synagogue at Wilna, oa the occasion of Sir Moses Moatefiore §

_ My dear Sir,—The Bishop desires mo to thank you for your letter of the 23rd 
inst., and to say that he bas not seen the Standard, and, as far as he is aware, the 
substance of his argument was not printed in the daily papers. Without entering 
into coutroversy, what he wished to show was as follows: Judaism rests upon the 
i ‘ea of covenant—c,venant not with an individual but with a nation. As long as 
national life subsisted, it was possible for a Jew to be satisfi-d with the conception 
of God rv vealed in the Old Testament as a worthy one, at least as far as he was 
concerned,—a God who rewarded or punisbed his nation in answer to its obedience 
or disobedience. But vow that for many centuries the Jewish nation has been 
bioken into fragments, without distinct national life, and while 69 many Jews 
enter freely int» the national life of other race:, this conception is found inadequate. 
It seems inevitable that the thoughtful Jew must either become a Christian or drift 
iuto rationalistic Deiem. He cannot regard God as revealed in the Old Testament 
as baving falfilled His promise after eighteen centuries of neglect, We Christians, 


therefore, hope that many of the Jews will learn with na to regard the Old Testa- © 
ment as a preparatory discipline, not as a full revelation. That they should become 


Rationalistic would be a great misfortuve to the cause of Religion. ?

“ PROGRESSIVE JUDAISM.”

this title Miss Frances Powxr has reprinted, among othet 
essays,a magazine article which appeared some time ago. The article 1s 
interesting for the light it throws upon the estimate of modern Judaism 
which is formed by an outside thinker who is often as just as she is 
sympathetic and acute. But with its main thesis, we may say at once that 
we cannot agree. Muss Conse sets out with the inquiry whether there 1s 
any future in store for the Jew as a religionist, ‘ Can Judaism,” she asks 
“further develop itself along its own lines ? Or is it (as is generally believed) 
destined to permanent immobility, with no possible fature before it save 
gradual dismemberment and decay?” In seeking a solution of the problem 
thus raised, she distinguishes three parties among modern Jews: the 

orthodox, the reformers, and a section, “existing chiefly in Germany and

potency of Jewish survival, Not that she fails to discern signs of ah 
gressiveness even among the oldest and straitest party of the three ; but in 
her ears its characteristic lack of the missionary spirit sounds like ad :

mation cannot be attained under the present system, and without abolishing 
Judaism, We believe that Jew and Gentile may mutually help 
one another towards moral and spiritual perfection, but we hold that 
the idea can be realised without the need of a Jewish revolution. We are 
inclined, too, to think with Miss Conse that the Jew might strive 
with advantage to supplement one of his characteristic deficiencies by imitat- 
ing that fulness of spiritual fervour which marks the pious Christian, But 
we demur to the statement that Judaism itself is only an imperfectly spiritual 
system. The Book of Psalms, matchless compendium as it is of the sublimest 
prayer, alone suffices to repel the charge. Moreover, with all her insight 
and her fairness, Miss Conse cannot free herself from those erroneous ideas 
about Jewish ethics which still linger in most minds. While admiring the 
example set by the Jew to “the drunken, wife-beating Englishman,” she 
still thinks that Jews are devoid of the gentler virtues, that they have hitherto, 
for example, taken little account of the olaims of the erring to be forgiven, or 
those of the fallen to be lifted out of the mire. She makes it a positive charge 
against Judaism that until very recently a Society for Preventive and Rescue 
work was unknown in our community, as though the absence of vice and the 
consequent superfluousness of attempts to grapple with it were a defect and 
a disgrace ! Equally infelicitous is she in declaring that Judaism, as opposed 
to Christianity, has hitherto shown itself indifferent to the claims of the lower 
animals on human kindness—a statement which is diametrically 
opposed to fact. Miss Cossx’s final accusation, that the Jewish mind 
is not profoundly impressed with the reality of a future life, is also incorrect, 
Let Miss Copsz be reassured; the hope of immortality is the 


corner stone of the Jewish creed; it may not be constantly on 


the Israelite’s lips, but it is ever in his heart. If there are 


exceptions, they are chiefly supplied by the new Reformed School, 


which Miss Cosse champions so gallantly. No. The future of Judaism 
is to be assured neither by large infusions of ideas from other 
systems nor by dangerous surgical operations which would weaken and 


finally destroy. Progress there must be; but it must be progress along the 


line of least resistance. The strength of the religion must be sought for within 
its own confines, by that gradual enlargement ot its ideals, that slow modifi- 
cation of its institutions, which alone can preserve its strength and ensure its 
continued existence. Judaism throughout its long and chequered career 
has ever known how to adapt itself to the varying exigencies of the age, 
To that safe and silent process of evolution must it still trust if it is to 
retain its place among the living factors in the moral and religious progress 
of the world. | ,

The PRESIDENT said : Before proceeding to the ordinary business of the evening 
I have been requested by Dr, Asher to convey to you the intelligence that he is 
unavoidably absert through illness. I believe he would have written, but he is 
unable to do so. Iam sure that I am expressing your feelings as well as my own 
when I say that Dr. Asher’s absence is a great loss tous. He is a valuab'e public 
servant and a friend to all of us. Under ordinary circumstances I would have moved 
that we should write a letter to Dr. Asher assuring him of our sympathy and of our 
best wishes for the future, but knowing well that this would be strongly repug- 
‘nant to Dr. Asher's feelings, no steps should be taken in that direction. 

Mr. H. Lucas moved the adoption of the Accounts relating to the Purchase 
of Ground at Plashet for a Cemetery. He expressed regret that the donations 
received from the community were not so large in their total as the contribution 
from the President's firm, It was also notable that the number of contributors was 


exceedingly small. 


The President said that the smallness of the contributors wight be accounted 
for by the probability of the feeling being extant among the public that their suc- 


- cessors would have to pay for the ground with their funeral bills, and that in some 


such manner the Burial Board would be in a position to raire the money. He could 
not however conceal his disappointment at the result of the appeal. The Council 
had reduced the charge for second c!ass funerals with a view to lighten the burdens 
of their poorer coreligionists in the East Ead. Whea the application for a reduction 
in the charge for second class funerals was maie, the Council were led to believe 
that funds would be forthcoming towards the purchase of the ground, and he felt 
that the future decisions of the Council with regard to the East End might he con- 
trolled in a certain measure by their experience of the Plashet Cemetery Appeal. The 
report (which showed that £3,979 103, 7d. was contribu‘ed, and that the total cost 
amounted to £6,532 3s. 91, leaving a total of £2,552 133, 2d. to be raised from the 
sale of stock), was adopted. . 

A long and desultory discu'sion to»k place with regard t» the insanitary condi- 
tion of the Minister's House attached to the Borough Synagogue. The Executive 


Committee reported to the effect that the house shoald be rebuilt at an estimated 


cost of £600, towards which the Borough Syaagogue should raise by subscrip ion 
£300. 
The PraxsipENT said that he was not wautiog in sympathy with the B ard of 
Managemest ot the Borough Synagogue. If, however, the contention which had 
been advanced, tha’ the fabric being the property of ths United Synagogue, and that 
therefore the Council was bound to keep it in repair, wa:a correct one, the Council 
would equally claim the right to decide whether all its Ssnagoguesa were necessary 
for public worship. The Counc'l would also hive t» consijer the prospact of closing 
certain Synagogues which might be deemed unnecessary. He would encourage 
greater power being given to the Council t» deal with the fabrics, unless the 
expenses of each Synagogue were th’own more direct'y upon the persons using them. 
The Council would have deviated from the right course had they granted the whole 
amount asked for by the Borough Syaagogue, but he would suggest to the Board of 
Management of the Synagogue that they should renew their energies and co:lect as 
much as they could, and if they came again to ths Coun il in a month or two they 
would be met in a just spirit. 

It was eventually resolved that this arrangement should be adopted by the 
Council, the local Committee being given t'll January next to raise its moiety, 
towards which it was stated upward: of £100 was already subscrib d. 

Mr. BENJAMIN L. CoOHES, in bringing up a Reportof the Executive Committee 
on the question of Repairs at the Constituent Synagogues, said that the total amount 
at the Rison! of the Building Committee for repairs to the eleven constituent Syna- 

ogues only amounted to £950. This sum was quite inadequate to keep the fabrics 
in thorough repair, and he considered that such a matter as the renovation of 
any Synagogue would be a very proper object for a personal collection amongst 
the members of the synagogue concerned. With a view to a more eqnitadle 
distribution of the amount under the control of the Building Committee, he would 
move that the fourth clause of the Committe.’s regulations be amended as follows : 

“That no application from a Local Board of;Management for repairs at a Con- 
stituent Synagogue be considered by the Building Committee unless such application 
together with an outline description of all works which may then appear 
to be requisite, whereof the cost is estimated to exceed in each Synagogue 
the sum of £25, be made before the first of December in the previous year. And 
that after having conferred with the several Boards of Manazement presenting such 
outline description on the proposals and estimates thus submitted, the Building Com- 
mittee shall report to the Council, not lat-r than the month of April in each year, 
the works which they recommend to be undertaken in the various syoagogues 
during the then current year, having due regard t» the nece sities of each Ssnago- 
gue, and to the available resources of the Bui'ding Fund. Approximate Estimates 
of the cost of all works recommended by the Building Commitete shall at the same 
time be su! mitted to the Council.” 

The resolation was seconded by Mr. Charles Samuel, and after a discussion, ia 


which Mersrs. H. E. Beddington, J. Goldhill, H. Lucas, A, Rosenfeld, I. M. Marks 


and A. Sydoey took part, was curried unanimously, 

On an application from ths Federation of Minor Synagogues for a reduction in 
the charges for children’s funerals, the PResiDENT said hitherto it had been found 
that the reduction in the charge for adulv’s funerals hai not led to a diminution 
in the number of charity funorals. The experiment had however not had asufficient 
trial, and the Execative recommended the Council * to postpone the consideration of 
the reduction of the charge for children’s second class funerals until after the 
results had been ascer'ained of the effect of the recent reduction in the charge for 
in the case of adults.”

Mr. W. St. Chad Boscawen has commenced a special series of lectures at the 
British Museum on the History and Antiquities of Ancient Babylonia, The subjects 
of the present series are the Creation, Paradise and the Deluge Legend. : 

The Jewish Literary Societies which have been established of late in various 
Continental cities have taken firmr root. The youngest of these societies is the one 
at Hague, which has just commenced a second Session with a paper by the Rev. 
Mr. Tal, Chief Rabbi of Gelderland, on the Song of Songs. 

The interesting record of the Jews in Cologne -has given Herr Franz Stolle, a 
missionary, an opportunity for writing a little work “ Aus der Geschichte der Juden 
in am Rhein.” 

M. Drumont, the French anti-Semite, is to be prosecuted for having, in his new 
work “ La Fin d' un Monde,” the outlines of which we have already given, advo- 
cated pillage and murder, 

Among recent German works may be mentioned “ Aboda Zara, der Mischna- 
traktat ‘Gétzendienst’ herausgezogen und erklart,’’ and “ Paradigmen zur hebrii- 
schen Grammatik,” both by Prof. Dr, Hermann Strack; “ Die Lectiire als Mittel 
Zur Bildung,” by Dr. J. Eisner ; and “ Beitrage zur Syntax der hebr. Sprache,” by 
Dr, Hermann Halfmann, | 

The Nuova Antologia contains an elaborate study by the distinguished Italian 
financier, Signor Luzzatti, on Catholic Working Men’s Associations. The writer 
acknowledges that in Italy and Belgium, as also in Germany, much has been done 
by Roman Catholics to raise the status of the industrial classes. This compli ment, 
strange to say, has given the Osservatore Romano occasion for an anti-Semitic 
attack. 

The Catholic Canon, Dr. Malatera, has published at Moncalvo a work entitled 
“Siritto Morale,” in which he honourably mentions the Jews. In his preface, for 
instance, he declares that in no book of the ancients are the following three ideas 
more clearly developed than in the’sacred writings of the Jews, viz , the ideas of God 
of Morality and of Immorality. 

The noted Wiirtemberg Court Actor, Herr Junkermano, is publishing hi 
memoirs in the Landeszeitung, of Stuttgard. Respecting his Jewish colleagues, he 
writes: I have always marvelled at the competence ani endurance of my Semitic 
colleagues, from which all Christians may take anexample. Ido not know of a 
single Jew occupying a subordinate position in the theatre, If he does not succeed, 
he chooses another career rather than waste his life fruitlessly on thestage. Nor do 
I remember, during my many years’ connection with the stage, a Jew who was a 
simple chorister.”
